A Pen Picture of an Episode Which
Has Sent a Thrill of Horror
Throughout Civilization — Study
of the Confiict Between Law nand
Order and Anarchy.

TO USE 'I‘HE BUNB' POWER.
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French Scientisl's Inveution to Move
the World's Machinery.
Sunshine Is to be brought to our aid

in duing work, says the New York
Herald, and the free and unlimited
foreg of Old Sol 1s to be made to serve

a doren diferent purpoges, By means
of solar action alone It will be possl-
ble to sink artesinn wells in the most
arld desert, to get water from any
depth, bLring It to the s=urfnce and
make use of It as we will, Rallways
can traverse the Sahara desert, and
the whirr of busy manufactories wake
up its silent echoes, while steamers
plow the woves without need 10 trouble
about finding fuel,

The apparatus that is to do &ll this
Is the inventlon of M. Mouchat, pro-
fesgor of physics at the Tours Lyceum,
France, and is called by hilm the solar
condenser. In construction it s ex-
ceedingly simple, and it is asserted
that It Is so ensy to manipulate that
1 chilld of T eould learn to manage it In
five minutes,

It consigts of a large conlenl shaped
reflector, made of highly burnished
copper, which has in Its centre a boller
made of tempered glass. Thers 18 also
a gteam engine whose slichtest move-
ment sets in motion varlous conducting
wires which Jead to the reservolr where
the heat 15 stored, The latter conslsts
Eimply of a vast quantity of sand, sur-
rounded by a woolen covering, which

Is able to hold the superfiuous heat un- | !

til it 18 required. Other wires lead
dynamos set at work by the solar hent,
concentrated and brought to a4 focus
by the solar condenser,

This conleal ghaped funnel once set
facing the sun the rest goes by itself.
A lever enables the reflector to be
moved backward and forward horizon-
tally, whila a toothed rack, by setting
in motion two cogs, clevates or dee
presses It vertleally, The heat econ-
vérges upon the reflactor from all di-
reclions, and the dynamos Are soon
morrily set going, the superfluous heat
belng conducted to the non-conductor,

In experiments conducted in Tours
Professor Mouchot suodeaded in grill-
ing cutlets and cooking soup by menns
of his solar condenser, and, although
the apparatus {8 not made for Trance.
as Professor Mouchot explaing in Le
Monde SBelentific, it is admirably sult-
ed to the desert sands of Africa,where
the sun shines uninterruptedly through
dry alr. The Inventlon of this mnn-
chine, it i3 declared, will completely
revolutionize the conditions of African
deserts and will render habitable many
other desert spols on the earth,

The amount of power that is theor-
etically availahle in this way 15 almust
beyond computation—enough could be
gotten from the deserla alone to oper
nte the machinery of many worlds like
this. As & matler of thearetical and
demonstrated fact, it Is possible to get
enough power from the rays of sun-
ahine on a territory smaller than Long
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1sland to operate all the machinery of
the world

1f, as Ericcson demonstrated, hett
enough to make one horse power muy
be developed from each sgquare vard
when the sun's rays fall perpendicu-
larly through n dry atmosphere, from
one square mie enough may be col-
lected to make as many horse powers
a8 there are yards in a square mile,
or 3,080,000, At the outside, the clty
of London does not use more than §00,-
00D horse power, and this would oper-
tte all its electrio and horse cnrs, mo-

tor carrlages, wagons and carie; run
all Its steam engines, tugs and o rey
boats on the river, and all other ma-

chinery of every

kind.

GLACIERS IN MONTANA.

Not I\ecnvsaly tu Cro to Alaskn for
Moving Ice Masses,

For some yeurs T have been Intercsted
In the gaography of w smull sectlon of
the Hocky mountains, which, until re-
ceptly, was part of the Blackf{ewt reésor-
vation, In nerthwestern Montana, ‘Ulils
Keetlon Hes for the most part east of the
continental divide and between the in-
ternational boundary on the north and
the dreath Northern ralltoad on the
south.

From the top of the Blackfoot mountaln
the whole country legding up to tha Cut

only by Its position with relation to the
alley, but wlse by the peaks and rocks
in lis nelgkborhood. 1t thus appears thnt
the Pumpelly glacler, as 1 have long sup-
posed wa the cure, Is part of the south-
orn flow of the great les-cap which cov-
ers ulmost the whole of tha Hlaockfoot
mountain.
